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U-Pass proposal goes to student referendum

During last year's student 
council election for the 
SGA/AE executive, can- 
didate Luke Norton made it part 
of his platform that he would 
pursue the possibility of a uni- 
versal bus pass system for stu- 
dents. Norton was eventually 
elected, and now nearly one year 
later, the question of bus passes 
will be an election issue. 

According to Norton, he 
began discussing the idea, on 
and off again, with the city over 
the course of last summer. 
Fortune shined on Norton's ini- 
tiative, as the provincial govern- 
ment changed its funding for- 
mula for city transportation sys- 
tems, making the funding for 
transportation systems contin- 
gent on ridership. Furthermore, 
through a new environmental 
initiative, the city can also reap 
further financial benefits for 
promoting its transit system. 

"Having a universal bus 
pass system is seen as promoting 
public transportation among 
young people," Norton pointed 
out. "(The city) was really 
receptive to the idea." 

As serious discussions 
began, Norton, along with Pat 
Imbeau, vice-president of 
Association des etudients et etu- 
diants francophones (AEF), and 
Denis Mayer, representing the 
university administration, 

entered into meetings with city 
staff to help develop the plan 
now being presented to students. 

Norton explained that under 
the proposed "U-Pass" system, 
all students attending Laurentian 
University would pay a lump 
sum of $200, which would pro- 
vide them with access to the city 
bus system. The payment works 
out to $25 per month, and the 
passes would be valid from the 
beginning of September until 
the end of April. 

"Now we are bringing it to 
referendum to find out whether 
it is something the students truly 
want," Norton stated. 

Part of the long-term plan 
for the U-Pass system, Norton 
noted, is that students will be 
able to use their student cards as 
bus passes. 

"It may not be in place for 
next year, but that is the plan for 
the future," he said.

Geography student, is one of the 
people who will cast a vote in 
favour of the U-Pass system. 

"Given Laurentian 's loca- 
tion in terms of its proximity to 
the downtown care, it takes a 
long time to get here," Lefebvre 
said. He noted that transferring 
from bus to bus does take a 
while. However, if the U~Pass 
system is adopted, it gives stu- 
dents more leverage to demand 
changes from the city in terms of 
bus scheduling. 

"It decreases dependency 
on the automobile," he said, not- 
ing getting a U-Pass for only 
$25 a month is a pretty good 
deal. 

Furthermore, he said the 
idea that students would only 
require one card from 



September to April would be 
advantageous. As it is now, he 
said, if a student forgets to pick 
up a new bus pass before the 
first of every month, they are 
sent scrambling to find a new 
one just to get to the school. 

Still, Lefebvre recognizes 
that for the U-Pass system to 
become a reality, it is going to 
require a virtuous act on the part 
of students who own their own 
vehicles to come together with 
the students who do not and vote 
in favour of the system. 
Hopefully, he suggested, they 
will see the benefits of not 
always having to rely on their 
vehicles when the option of tak- 
ing the bus is presented. 

Yet not all students are in 
favour ©f the proposal, either. 



Theresa Burden, a fourth year 
Psychology student, is opposed 
to the U-Pass proposal. 

"It is mandatory for every- 
one; all of the students. There is 
no opt-out,' Burden pointed out. 
"OSAP is not going to increase 
by $200 to cover bus passes, 
which means I could end up at 
the food bank in order to feed 
my son." 

Burden pointed out, that, if 
you add the $200 for the U-Pass 
proposal onto the fees students 
with vehicles already pay for 
parking, students parking in the 
Pit would be paying close to 
$350. For students who park in 
the upper lot, that works out to 
approximately $500. She said 
$200 of those fees would be 
money paid toward a bus pass 



that students with vehicles will 
never use. 

"Parking has gone up every 
year I have been here, and with 
the end to the tuition freeze and 
gas prices, it's just too much," 
she stated. "I've also got to deal 
with car repairs, and quite often 
find myself driving around peo- 
ple who have bus passes." 

"It is one more expense that 
I cannot afford," Burden said. 

The referendum on bus 
passes will be included on the 
ballot for the candidates in the 
upcoming SGA/AGE election, 
which will take place on March 
22nd and 23rd. All students are 
being encouraged to vote to 
have their say on the referendum 
issue.

- Present the SGA/AGE Board with the motions package for CFS and CFS-0 prior to 
attending their respective conferences in order to receive the input of SGA/AGE mem- 
bers (if time permits); 

- Liaise with other external organizations to raise awareness of important issues within 
and outside of the University community; 

- Lobby and encourage campus visits of government officials; 

- Ensure that constituents cultures of the SGA/AGE membership are accommodated, 
reflected and represented in the activities and projects of the SGA/Age; 

- Promote politically, socially and administratively a university environment that is 
inclusive and supportive of all constituents that are consistent with the goals of the 
SGA/AGE in accordance with Article One (1), Subsection (10 of the SGA/AGE 
Constitution; 

- Liaise with the Francophone Affairs; International Students'; Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual 
and Transgender Students'; Native Students'; and Cultural Affairs Commissioners to 
identify and address issues directly affecting each of those constituencies; 

- Co-ordinate and assist these commissioners to identify and address issues directly 
affecting each of those constituencies; 

- Be responsible for creating awareness of issues that will affect students accessibility 
to post-secondary education; 

- Be responsible for creating awareness of issues that will affect students while they are 
attending post-secondary institutions; 

- Assist and co-ordinate the Bilingual Week of Action with the Francophone Affairs 
Commissioner; 

- Assist and and co-ordinate Native Awareness Week with the Native Students' 
Commissioner; and 

- Assist and co-ordinate Black History Month with the Cultural Affairs Commissioner.

- Attend the LU Orientation committee meetings to help facilitate a more effective 
Orientation for all first time LU students; 

- Liaise with external bodies such as COCA and BACCHUS; 

Co-ordinate and implement non-social services 
such as the fax machine and grocery bus.

Talking about bus passes 



I must first declare a bias before I 
can talk honestly with you 
about the universal bus pass 
idea. As a daily bus user and a per- 
son concerned with the environ- 
ment, I am in fiill support of the U- 
Pass initiative. That being said, I 
will try here to give you as bal- 
anced an overview of the system 
and what it means for you and your 
fees next year as I can. 

The first thing you need to 
know is that the U-Pass system is a 
mandatory one. It is important that 
you understand the implications of 
this. The mandatory nature of the 
system means that should the refer- 
endum pass, every student will 
have an extra $200 added to their 
ancillary fees every year, whether 
you use the bus or not. The manda- 
tory fee structure is needed to 
ensure that the cost of the pass can 
be as cheap as it is. Like a health or 
dental plan, everyone pays into the 
system to keep the cost down for 
everyone. Were the initiative based 
on an opt-in or opt-out system, the 
city could not guarantee a low-cost 
pass thus making the initiative 
essentially pointless. As for opt- 
outs, the only people that would be 
eligible to opt-out would be stu- 
dents who lived outside of the 
areas serviced by Sudbury transit, 
and users of the Handi-Transit. It is 
important to also note that the 
Handi -Trans it opt-out will only last 
until the city has made their fleet 
fully accessible, which they hope 
to do within the next five years. 
After that, all students that live 
within serviced areas would pay 
the fee. 

As for how the system will 
work, at the begirming of each year 
you will pay your ancillary fees 
and as part of your services you 
will be granted a bus pass that can 
be used anywhere, at any time, on 
the city of Sudbury's transit system 
from September through April. 
This means that regardless of 
whether or not you are bussing to 
and from the university, your bus 
pass will work to get you on the 
bus of your choosing. Hopefully a 
system can be put in place where 
your student card will also act as 
your bus pass, but it may be that for 
the first few years the city will have 
to use a separate card, issued at the 




beginning of the year, in lieu of a 
single card for all student services. 
The other important consider- 
ation is that the city has promised 
to make improvements to the bus 
service should the referendum 
pass. The city has committed to 
running more buses on the univer- 
sity routes, and recently made a 
submission to city council that out- 
lined a need to have University via 
Paris buses running every ten min- 
utes. We have also spoken to the 
city about the need to have buses 
that better reflect class schedules, 
improve late night service, and that 
are direct to the Four Comers and 
New Sudbury. Now, and I need to 
be clear on this, not all of these 
improvements are guaranteed. 
Should the referendum pass, I will 
enter into negotiations with the city 
over the summer to come up with 
an agreement; an agreement that 
includes some service improve- 
ments, but what the exact improve- 
ments are will have to be deter- 
mined and agreed upon over the 
summer. The above ideas are what 
I will be pushing for in this agree- 
ment. The city has also talked 
about some other improvements, 
such as building bigger shelters on 
campus and having satellite termi- 
nals in the Four Comers and New 
Sudbury. Again, it is unlikely that 
they would have these in place next 
fall, but they are tangible possibili- 
ties for the future. 



It is also important to under- 
stand that this would be the first 
phase of a program that will be 
enhanced and improved every year. 
Currently the pass would only be 
available to Laurentian undergrad 
students, but it is not unlikely that 
Cambrian College and College 
Boreal students will also want to 
join the program after we've 
implemented it. This would mean 
that together with the colleges we 
would have a very strong bargain- 
ing posifion with the city in terms 
of service improvements. 

There are a lot of pros and 
cons to the U-Pass initiative, and it 
is important that you understand 
how it will impact you in order to 
make an informed decision. There 
are, of course, the financial impli- 
cations. We already stmggle to 
make ends meet and the govem- 
ment recently announced that the 
tuition freeze will end by next fall, 
so our already high tuition will 
likely get higher, possibly by as 
much as $200 every year. Those of 
you currently paying $480 for eight 
months' worth of bus passes would 
be saving money, but those who 
want to drive would still have to 
pay the fee, on top of your parking 
fees and the day-to-day costs of 
owning and operating a vehicle. 
Time is another factor that needs to 
be considered, and it is certainly 
one of the reasons people want to 
drive so much. As a person who 
lives in one of the outlying areas, it 
takes me at least an hour to get to 
school on the bus, sometimes 
upwards of an hour and a half if I 
don't make all the transfers. The 
Sudbury buses generally take 15 to 
20 minutes to get anywhere and the 
terrible layout of the city means 
that you have to take multiple 
buses to get anywhere other than 
downtown. Then too there is the 
fact that Sudbury buses are reliably 
late. Fm sure there are many of you 
who, like me, live in the poorly 
serviced outlying areas and that 
makes driving a tremendous easing 
of burden for your schedule. Then 
I'm aware there will also be the 
more unique cases where the whole 
idea of the system just doesn't 
work for them, just as I am sure 
that there are plenty of other equal- 
ly problemafic issues that can be 



brought up that I'm missing or for- 
getting. 

There is a very positive side to 
this debate as well. For one, there 
is the large savings on the monthly 
passes. Students currently pay $60 
dollars a month for their bus pass- 
es, and the U-Pass will cost $25 a 
month. More people using the 
buses will mean more parking 
spaces available for those who do 
drive. With cabs to downtown cost- 
ing anywhere from 10 to 15 dol- 
lars, using the bus more than twice 
a month instead of cabbing (to 
bars, shopping centres, etc.) means 
that your pass will pay for itself. 
This can also help you save gas for 
when you do need to use your car, 
in turn helping to reduce another 
major cost. A U-Pass system would 
give us the power of a collective 
buying unit, which means that we 
can have a strong voice when 
demanding system reforms such as 
Sunday service and bar buses. 
Students can switch away from 
using cars, which means tremen- 
dous savings in costs from gas, 
parking, insurance, and the car 
repairs that the lovely state of 
Sudbury's roads demand. For stu- 
dents who are looking to buy a car, 
this pass will provide a far cheaper 
alternative, and will allow parents 
and students in the friture to not 
have to purchase a vehicle for use 
living on or off campus. Then for 
you more altmistic minded stu- 
dents there are the benefits of help- 
ing out your fellow students who 
rely on the bus as their only means 
of transportation and of helping to 
drastically reduce air pollution. 

There is no doubt that the U- 
Pass system will not work for 
everyone. It is important that 
everyone frilly understands how 
the system will impact them, and 
then make a decision based on that. 
As I stated at the beginning, I think 
the U-Pass system is a worthwhile 
endeavor. Whether or not you feel 
the same is up to you to decide on 
Election Day. If you have any 
questions that I haven't been able 
to clarify, or there is something you 
want to ask that I have missed, 
please stop by the SGA/AGE 
office or send me an email at 
sgapresident@laurentian.ca.

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Mobile Media showcases independant films

At a minimum of four 
hours away from a 
large urban centre with 
the market for independent 
film making, it is not often 
that local, northern artists get 
the opportunity to show case 
some of their work. For that 
matter, there are not many 
occasions for interested citi- 
zens of the north to experi- 
ence anything other than 
American-made-Hollywood- 
blockbuster films. Mobile 
Media, in partnership with 
the Ontario Arts Council, is 
aiming to change this. 

Now in its second year 
running, and quickly gaining 
in popularity, Mobile Media 
tours smaller Ontario towns 
showcasing short films and 
documentaries by independ- 
ent film makers from across 
the province. What began 
last year as a four city tour 
has now added eight more 
stops onto its 2006 showcase 
and hopes to continue 
expanding. 

The tour's goal is to dis- 
seminate work produced by 
artists outside of large urban 
centres that reflects their 
experience, their cultural 
communities and their geo- 
graphic environments; not 
necessarily those represented 
in the higher budget 
Canadian made movies. 



According to a representative 
from the Ontario Arts 
Council, the tour's films pro- 
vide an out-of-the-ordinary, 
personal experience in cine- 
matography, that may not be 
understood by all viewers but 
in which artists tries to com- 
municate something. 

With other stops includ- 
ing places that varied from 
Hamilton and Guelph to 
Moose Factory and 

Attawapiskat, Mobile 

Media's visit to Sudbury was 
hosted by the Sudbury Art 
Gallery on Saturday March 
11th. 

As is done in the other 
towns, Sudbury's presenta- 
tion featured a segment of 
films from local artists, 
including Art Gallery 
Coordinator Mercedes Cueto. 
Entitled "new 4 northeast", 
the program showcased vari- 
ous collaborations from the 
Sudbury-North Bay region 
and reflected many of the 
present concerns in the area. 
While the four shorts were 
not necessarily linked by any 
consistent theme, the exis- 
tence of a northern environ- 
ment in conflict with mod- 
ernism seemed to be present. 

The second segment, 
"L'album photo" featured 
works by a number of 
Franco-Ontarian artists. A 
common thread was the link 
and commitment of the direc- 



tors to their families, a senti- 
ment historically rooted in 
much of the French-Canadian 
culture, yet was interpreted 
uniquely by each creator. 
From a new bom baby's over- 
exposed movements, to the 
story of a trans-gendered per- 
son' pregnancy project as nar- 
rated by her mother, to the 
use of ten chairs as an inter- 
pretation of life, Karin 
Haze's collection aimed to 
capture the precious times 
that everyone - regardless of 
language - can identify with. 

Finally, in a program 
entitled "On the Road", pro- 
grammer Kathleen Mullen 
reflects on the idea of com- 
munity. She pulls together a 
collection of films produced 
by gay and lesbian film mak- 
ers of Ontario as an explo- 
ration of each person's con- 
nection to the roads we travel, 
individually but ultimately 
together. This segment was 
perhaps the most culturally 
diverse, presenting short 
films from artists of Native, 
Francophone, Chinese, Metis 
and Anglophone descents. 
Their works are as varied as 
their backgrounds, using ani- 
mation, real life actors, fic- 
tion and non-fiction to 
enlighten viewers to the real- 
ities that make our lives what 
they are. 

As it was such an enlight- 
ening, entertaining and enjoy- 



able evening that joined 
members from across the 
community in their shared 
support for independent 
artists, one can only hope that 
Mobile Media continues to 
make annual stops in 
Sudbury, for what it encom- 
passes it not often seen.

On day 
two, Kuhn once again swam two 
great races in the 50 metre butter- 
fly and 50 metre free. 
Unfortunately, although she post- 
ed the 18th fastest time in both 
events, she did not qualify for the 
finals. On the last day of the 
championships, Kuhn qualified 
for the B-final in the 100 metre 
freestyle by swimming the 12th 
fastest time in the preliminary 
heats. In the finals, she had 
another strong showing, finishing 
in 14th place in a time of 58.76. 
Kuhn's teammate, Erm O'Neil 
who qualified for the champi- 
onships by posting an impressive 
time at the OUA Championships, 
stayed determined throughout the 
weekend and went on to finish 
23rd in the 800 metre freestyle in 
a time of 9:24.87. 

For the Aqua Vees, all-star 
swimmer Ryan Smith was a one 
man army all weekend long as he 
single handily carried Laurentian 
to a 15th overall place in the 
men's team race. On the first day 
of competition. Smith barely 
missed the podium, finishing 4th 
in the 400 metre individual med- 
ley in a time of 4:26.09. This 
time was a personal best for 
Smith and also only a mere sec- 
ond behind the third place finish- 
er. On day two. Smith continued 
his hot streak as he made the 
finals in the 200 metre butterfly 
and went on to finish in 12th 
place in a time of 2:06.81. 
Remarkably, on the last day of 
competition. Smith qualified for 
two more finals. Finishing in 
1 1th place in the 200 metre back- 
stroke in a time of 2:05.42, and 
claiming 8th place in the 200 
individual medley in a time. of 
2:07.88. 

These CIS Championships 
signify the finish of a great sea- 
son for both the Aqua and Lady 
Vees swim teams. They will no 
doubt be prepared to once again 
make a big splash in the pool 
come next season. 

Lady Vees Nordic Ski Team 
Claims 3rd at Nationals 

Four members of the 
Laurentian Lady Vees Nordic Ski 
team and one lone skier from the 
Voyageurs Nordic Ski team took 
to the trails in Thunder Bay to 
compete in the Canadian 
Colleges and Universities 
Championships which ran from 



March 5th- 10th. 

The Lady Vees squad was 
made up of Julie Porter, Aden 
Beresford, Li 11a Roy and Carley 
Kenwell. The Vees managed to 
post some strong individual 
results and put together a great 
team effort as they went on to fin- 
ish 3rd overall with 1,044.89 
points.

Thunderwolves claimed first 
place with 1 120.83 points and the 
Carleton Ravens finished in the 
second with 1070.47 points. 
Unfortunately, the Voyageurs Ski 
team were not given any overall 
place rating because Victor 
Wiltmann was the only skier 
competing. Wiltmann, however, 
went on to finish in 24th place in 
the men's overall individual 
standings. 

The Lady Vees Nordic Ski 
team started the Championships 
on a positive note in the women's 
3x5 km race. Lilla Roy, Julie 



Porter and Carley Kenwell fin- 
ished in fourth place, which was 
only 4 seconds behind the bronze 
medalist, Laval University. Roy 
led the charge, skiing the first lap 
of the race in a time of 0:12:00.8. 
She then passed the reigns to 
Julie Porter who gained some 
ground, skiing the second loop in 
a time of 0:11:22.1. Finally, 
OUA All-Star Carley Kenwell 
finished the race in strong fash- 
ion in a time of 0:10:52.0, which 
proved to be the second best time 
of the race. 

The Vees also posted some 
great individual results across the 
board. Julie Porter led the way 
with a 9th place finish, followed 
by OUA Champion Carley 
Kenwell who claimed 13th place 
overall. Also, Aden Beresford 
and Lilla Roy finished in 26th 
and 27th place. 

These CCU Championships 
mark the end of the skiing season 
for both Nordic Ski teams.

The crowd roars as 
Rocketface takes to the stage. 
Whlie the long haired bassist, 
David Markham, lifts a beer in 
the air and urges everyone to 
drink to a good time, Joseph 
Janisse, lead vocals and drum- 
mer, and Ray Zilli, guitarist, set 
up and start rocking out the first 
tune. The music sweeps through 
the crowd, and all of a sudden the 
chaos was focused on the stage.

'"They've been with us since 
the beginning of this tour, and 
they're great," Collin says, refer- 
ring to Rocketface.

"We always like to shake it 
up. Try different things," said 
Collin. "My favourite song to 
play is probably Yearning," adds 
John-Angus, as the brothers 
reflect on their performances. 
The band recently had a tour with 
Robert Plant, lead singer of Led 
Zeppelin. "He's a cool guy," says 
John-Angus. ''Nice, down to 
earth. His music was inspiring to 
hear." Collin adds that "you're 
always afraid going into these 
things that your idols might turn 
out to be (jerks)." That was not 
the case with Robert Plant, and 
their tour was a great success. 
Collin and John-Angus both 
agree, however, that the highlight 



of their career so far was opening 
for the Rolling Stones. 

The opening bands have 
come and gone. The Trews start 
playing, and we respond by 
screaming lyrics at the top of our 
lungs. True to their word, they 
mix things up by throwing in 
some classic rock that we pick up 
on as Zeppelin, and we go crazy. 
The energy carries on as they 
lead into hit after hit, playing 
with a passion that cannot be 
achieved in a studio.

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LKC brings home inter-university Championship

On March 5th, 2006, the 
Laurentian Karate Club 
(LKC) made its annual 
trip to the inter-university karate 
tournament which was held in 
Guelph this year. This tourna- 
ment was held between karate 
clubs from Laurentian, the 
University of Toronto, and 
Guelph. Since the LKC formed in 
1994, they have been sending 
competitors to this tournament. 
However, despite inspiring indi- 
vidual performances, they have 
never been able to generate 
enough points to bring home the 
overral team championship... 
until now. 

The LKC sent 15 competi- 
tors to Guelph, who in turn 
brought home twelve medals. 
Each participant competed in two 
categories, Kata (forms) and 
Kumite (sparring). The groups 
are split between gender and 
ranks: novice (white through 
orange belts) and intermediate 
(green through brown belts). The 
black belts did not compete in 
this tournament but served as 
coaches and officials. Points are 
then awarded according to how 
team members finish (1st place 
scores 3 pts, 2nd place scores 
2pts, and 3rd place scores 1 pt for 
your team). 

In the womens novice divi- 
sion, the LKC finished 1st place 
for forms, and took home 2nd 
and 3rd places for sparring. The 
intermediate women also brought 
home 1st place forms and 3rd 
place sparring. Inspired by the 
phenomenal performances of the 
women divisions, the novice men 
took to the ring, bringing home 
1st and 2nd places for forms, and 
completely sweeping the sparring 
division, taking 1st, 2nd, and 3rd 
places. 

The highlight of the tourna- 
ment was the performance by 
Kurt Laubc, the LKCs most sen- 
ior competitor at the Xoumament. 
In the mens intermediate divi- 
sion, Laubc put on a dominating 
display of martial arts by not only 
winning 1st place in forms, but 
also in sparring. "This year's 
tournament was by far the best 
one in my entire four and a half 
years of doing Karate," Laube 
said. ''All the divisions were 
extremely entertaining and excit- 
ing to watch. The intermediate 
division in particular included 
some of the highest quality and 
most dramatic matches I've ever 
been a part of, participant or oth- 
erwise." 

For the first time since its 
birth, the LKC will wrest the 
inter-university championship 
cup from the University of 
Toronto, and hoist it high above 
their heads. 'Tve been waitmg a 
long time for this," said Sensci 
Charles Fink, 3rd degree belt and 
instructor tbr the LKC. After 
years of competing agamst the 
University of Toronto, the friend- 
ly rivalry that dc\ eloped between 
the two clubs fueled a perform- 
ance that won't be forgotten soon 
by those who witnessed it. The 
final team scores were: 
Laurentian Karate Club (27pts), 
University of Toronto ( 1 "^pts) and 
University of Guelph (4pts). 

Despite some intense match- 
es and a few bloody noses, when 
all was said and done, the com- 
petitors from all three schools 
showed supreme sportsmanship 
and made promises to improve 
and return next year. Laube looks 
fonvard to it. "To have such a 
competitive tournament com- 



bined with such a friendly atmos- 
phere is unusual and really 
speaks to the character of all the 
competitors. I hope that this tour- 
nament is a symbol of many more 
good things to come from the 
Laurentian Karate Club and that 
more and more people will come 
out and participate in or support 
it."
